He said the employer fears fu- 
ture liabilities when the worker 
is unable to continue. 

But if an adequate old-age in- 
surance program develops, Alt- 
meyer said employers should be 
willing to “‘take on those in the 
middle 40s because they will re- 
tire in the early 60s.” 

Disputes Contention. 

Altmever repeatedly denied a 
contention by Millikin that bor- 
rowing of social security reserves 
to meet current Government costs 
amounts to asking taxpayers and 
citizens ‘“‘to pay for this twice.” 
There is about 11 billion dollars 
in the fund. 

Altmeyer. under constant ques- 
tions by Millikin, also defended 
the “reserve” system for social 
security as contrasted with “pay- 
as-you go.” 

Altmeyer said that if the so- 
cial security reserve did not hold 
the Government bonds they would 
be held by private investors and 
banks. 

Altmeyer asserted that holding 
social security benefits to a “pay 
as you go basis” would result 
eventually in need for payroll 
taxes as high as 12 per cent in 
50 years.

Flanagan noted 
that the remarks showed the 
books were kept up to the down- 
fall of Hague and that the party 
block leaders had long memories 
and knew their units well.

TESTIFIES EAST SIDE KILLING 


CLAIMS OF SOME}0N SERIES TRIP WAS ACCIDENT 


‘COLD-KILLING’DRUG 


A warning against claims for 
some anti-histamine “cold-killing” 
drugs was issued yesterday at 
the convention of the American 
College of Allergists, meeting at 
Hotel Jefferson. 

Dr. N. B. Dreyer, chairman of 
the department of pharmacology 
at the University of Vermont 
School of Medicine, reported that 


}some drugs have been advertised 


on the basis of experiments with 
rabbits, guinea pigs and other 
laboratory animals—not human 
beings. The advertisements, how- 
ever, lead the public to believe 
the anti-histamines have been 
mF sirugeed tested on humans, he 
said. 


His own experiments with ani- 
mals have shown that chlor-trim- 
iton, an anti-histamine not sold 
commercially, accumulates in the 
body and might do damage to 
organs, Dr. Dreyer said. 

Dr. Gerald M. Cline of Bloom- 
ington, Ill., told the convention 
that an emotional upset can touch 
off an allergy the way a match 
lights the fuse of a firecracker. 
Colds, mechanical or chemical ir- 
ritations and the failure of a 
gland or organ are other starting 
points of an allergy, he added.

We 
may hope to build such bombs 
sooner than the Soviets. But we 
must expect the Soviets to be able 
to build them in the end.

A hydrogen bomb is now pos- 
sible, simply because the uran- 
ium-plutonium bomb briefly gen- 
erates heats as great as those of 
the interior of the sun, from 1,- 
000,000 to 10,000,000 degrees. The 
principle of the hydrogen bomb, 
which is known to physicists the 
world over, is to use uranium- 
plutonium fission as a trigger. 
Fission of the uranium-plutonium 
will generate the needed heat. 
The heat will send hydrogen nu- 
clei crashing into the hearts of

other atoms. The nuclear fusion 
‘will continue thereafter, with 
hundreds of thousands of times 
the destructive force of nuclear 
fission, until the whole charge of 
the bomb has been consumed. 
Ability to Blow Up Earth. 

There is one main characteristic 
of the hydrogen bomb that sets it 
wholly apart from the uranium- 
plutonium bomb. It is “open- 
ended,” as the physicists put it. 
In other words, there is no critical 
size that places a limitation on its 
‘power. It can be built, in theory 
‘at least, to any size desired. In 
short, the ability to build such a 
bomb is, in theory, the ability to 
blow up the earth. 

This kind of Caligula-madness 
is not, of course, the real danger. 
Yet the danger is there, all the 
same. For instance, those with 
long memories will recall the 
widespread fear, at the time of 
Hiroshima, that the radio-active 
by-products of uranium -pluto- 
nium bombs might eventually 
poison the world atmosphere. The 
scientists then reassuringly told 
us that 10,000 uranium-plutonium 
bombs would be needed to render 
the atmosphere noxious to life on 
earth. Everyone stopped worry- 
ing because the explosion of this 
number of bombs was quite in- 
| conceivable. 

No one can say, however, that 
‘the explosion of 10 hydrogen 
bombs may not be an eventual 
| possibility. With 1000 times the 
force of uranium - plutonium 
bombs, the hydrogen bombs’ re- 
lease of radio-active by-products 
will also be infinitely greater. 

Different By-Products. 

The by-products will be differ- 
ent. The rise in quantity released 
per bomb may not be proportional

Truman Troubles 


President Truman is now off one sharp hook, 
only to be caught up on another. 

The request of Robert N. Denham, NLRB gen- 
eral counsel, for a temporary federal court 
order to return John L. Lewis’ miners to a full 
work week may halt the chaotic drift to a coal 
crisis, And it does so without requiring Mr. 
Truman to invoke the Taft-Hartley Act, which 
the Président regards as so much poison. 

Mr. Denham’s application for an injunction 
digs na. coal. As many as 10 days may pass 
without a hearing. If cold Weather continues, 
a couple of weeks will be long enough to 
exhaust most if net all the now seriously de- 
pleted coal stocks. Washington skirts danger- 
ously close to a coal famine which could cause 
not only privation, but suffering and even death 
of some feeble and sick people. 


But for the time being at least Mr. Truman is 
off the coal strike hook. The hook he is on is 
one he has tried to escape before—the conse- 
quence of being teo indulgent to pre-presiden- 
tial cronies around the White House. 


This time he cannot so easily dismiss the criti- 
cism of the Vaughans and Maragons and their 
trading in White House influence. This time 
the criticism comes not from individuals or 
newspapers, but from a committee of the United 
States Senate, where the President’s party is in 
substantial majority. 

Under the chairmanship of Senator Hoey of 
North Carolina, a committee of four Democrats 
and three Republicans hits the entire 5 per cent 
recket hard. Speaking of the former Kansas 
City man-about-town who is now under indict- 
ment by a federal grand jury for perjury to the 
Senate committee, Senator Hoey and his associ- 
ates say: 

There is no doubt that Maragon’s friend- 
ship with Gen. Harry H. Vaughan made his 

(Maragon’s) activities in his dealings with 


the Federal Government possible. In sev- 
eral instances the evidence showed that 
Gen. Vaughen or his office personally inter- 
ceded with Government agencies on behalf 
of Maragon or those whom he represented. 


It seems incredible that over a period of 
several years a man like Maragon could con- 
tinue his nefarious activities in dealing with 
Government officials. 

The committee is as blunt in dealing with the 
matter of the deep freezes and other gifts which 
Harry Vaughan—it is a discourtesy to able pro- 
fessional soldiers to call him General—accepted. 
The President's military aide does hot get these, 
says the committee, because someone “likes the 
color of his eyes or is genuinely concerned with 
his household needs.” The Government official 
who “gets something for nothing from persons 
doing business with the Government” does so, 
says the committee, “because they hope he will 
reciprocate in some way.” 

The seven Senators thoughtfully except the 
President and his family from their remarks, 
sinre it is an old American custom to send big 
turkeys and hams and pies and cheeses to the 
White House. But aside from that they roundly 
and soundly condemn (their word) the evil of 
acceptance of gifts by “officials in high public 
office.” 

While the principles are important, the of- 
fenses involved are essentially small stuff, There 
is no Teapot Dome here or anything resembling 
such a scandal. Indeed, the Vaughan-Maragon 
operations are so petty the wonder is that Marry 
Truman will allow his Fair Deal Administration 
to be scratched and scarred by them. Perhaps 
the report of the seven Senators will induce him 
to hoist hintself off this crony hook. It would 
be a relief to the country. 
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A Ghost of a Gestapo 

The last legal trace of the Mississippi Bureau 
of Investigation will be wiped out when the 
lower house of the Legislature accepts a bill 
already approved by the State Senate. The spe- 
cial police bureau began as a dangerous ven- 
ture into the realm of the police state, but ended 
fortunately in a fiasco. 

In 1947, excitement and violence attending 
a bus strike led Gov. Wright and the legis- 
lators to rush into the secret-police experiment. 
A hasty law empowered this plain-clothes 
force to arrest without warrant, and even pro- 
vided the death penalty for certain kinds of 
strike violence. 

Several legislators had the courage to oppose 
this extremism. A Natchez Senator asked, ‘Isn't 
this the same kind of law with which dicta- 
tors terrorized people with a Gestapo?” In a 
later period of calm, critics suggested that the 
nation might soon sprout MBIs (for Missouri, 
Michigan, etc.) or IBIs (Illinois, Indiana). 

The embarrassed Governor finally abandoned 
his police. Then it came out that the secret 
force at its peak had included only one Col. 
R. B. Birdsong, two officers and a secretary. 
The MBI spent only $10,000 of a $100,000 
budget, and accomplished, most happily, noth- 
ing at all. 

Now, nearly two years later, Mississippi has 
concluded that ft's time to replace the secret 
police with state police of limited power. And 
no wonder. There was always the legal possi- 
bility that the ghost of a Gestapo might come 
to life. 
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_ The Wherry State 

Kenneth Wherry of Nebraska is a curious con- 
tradiction. Nobody could very well doubt it after 
reading a survey of his life and works in the 
New York Times Magazine by William S. White. 

There has seldom been a more inconsistent 
event in United States politics than when 

succeeded George W. Norris as Senator 
in 1943. But that was merely the first overt act 
in what has virtually amounted to a public 
career in self-contradictoriness. 

Wherry hates Government “interference” 
with business—but not for any conventional, 
uncontradictory reasons. He hates it because 
his State Government ditin’t interfere by mak- 
ing good the assets of the banks it had to 
take over. He hates it because the State didn’t 
subsidize those banks (‘contradictorily, Mr. 
Wherry hates subsidies). Except (contradictor- 
ily) to farmers. In the field of self-contradic- 
tion this sequence of Wherry’s political philos- 
ophies would probably be known as a chain 


reaction. 
Senator Wherry hates trade barriers, too; in 


Burope, that is. For the United States, con- 
tradictorily, he opposes reduction of tariffs. — 

Out of this welter of self-contradiction the 
Nebraskan has emerged with a program so aus- 
tere that he looks on conservatism with sus- 
picion, and regards himself as a “fundamental- 
ist.” He would like to scrap the reciprocal trade 
program, the European Recovery Program, the 
North Atlantic pact, military aid to Western 
Europe, and public housing, and prevent the 
enactment of federal aid to education and na- 
tional health insurance. All these things are, 


to him, elements of the “socialistic welfare 
state.” 

And what is the Wherry state which the 
Senator from Nebraska prefers instead? Euro- 
peans must be confused by the picture of it 
which he draws, day in, day out, as he speaks 
one of the most continuous pieces in Congress.

To the U.S.S. Missouri 


The U.S.S. Missouri, aground on a mud-bank 
off Norfolk, has our best wishes for more than 
one reason. It isn’t just because it’s a United 
States battleship, or because it is named Mis- 
souri, or because the Japanese surrendered on 
it. In addition to all that, the Missouri on the 
mud-bank is a sort of symbol. 

It is a sort of symbol of all the fine projects 
that get stuck, from time to time, on large, 
inert masses. Everyone who has ever seen

Efforts of the G.O.P.-Dixiecrat alliance, if 
successful, would restore the House Rules Com- 
mittee to eminence as a kind of third legislative 
body. The committee would be a little like a 
House of Lords. 

What the coalition wants to do is to repeal 
the “21-day rule,” passed only a year ago. Under 
this rule, legislation. bottled up in the Rules 
Committee could be called to a vote after 21 
days. Without the rule, the committee would 
regain its old power to sit on legislation—good, 
bad and indifferent—about as long as it chooses. 

For many years the committee thus misused 
its necessary authority to channel bills to the 
House floor for action. It developed to a high 
degree the power of doing nothing, and prevent- 
ing anyone else from doing anything with which 
any seven of the 12 committee members might 
disagree. This virtual veto, or right of sitting 
tight, was similar to the negative prerogative 
onze enjoyed by Britain’s House of Lords. 

Of course the primary objective of the Dixie- 
crats and Republicans is to thwart President 
Truman and his civil rights program. Their 
seven friends on the Rules Committee could do 
that for them. But the resolution which they 
now are pushing also would have a lot of sub- 
Sidiary effects, all of them bad. 

It would permit the “12 autocrats of legisiae- 
tion,” as they once were called, to hinder not 
the President alone, but other committees of the 
House, the other 423 members of the House 
itself, and Congress generally. 

That's going a long way to obstruct just one 
piece of legislation. Or is minority rule what 
they’re really after?

Aftermath of the Fairgrounds Incident 


The brawling happened because the dropping of the segregation rule 
took place without adequate psychological preparation and police 
protection, writer Says; question now is whether causts of racial 
tensions will be abated or the problem will stagnate in smugness.

The background of the Fairgrounds 
Park incident is fairly clear. Racial re- 
strictions had long been imposed on facil- 
ities that were inadequate for both races. 
Animosity was present, though it had nev- 
er reached the point of widespread atten- 
tion. Against prejudice, says the Scher- 
mer report, there was no aggressive leader- 
ship, and it adds: 


“St. Louis is. psychologically unprepared 
to undertake the adjustments which chang- 
ing population, eco- 
nomic and social 
conditions are forc- 
ing upen the commu- 
nity.” 

The new policy of 
ending. segregation 
in swimming - pools 
was adopted without 
sufficient thought 
and with no prep- 
aration, This was ob- .-—— 
vious. The Post- ~ 
Dispatch had this to 
say: “If Director 
O'Toole thought in 
advance about the 
change he made in Mayor Derst 
jong established municipal policy, there is 
nothing to show it.” 

Now, assuming the risks of hindsight 
and conjecture, let us see what could be 
learned from the experience. What should 
the Mayor or Director O’Toole, or any- 
body else, have done to make a success 
of the worthy purpose of wiping out segre- 
gation at the public pools? 


Steps That Weren't Taken 


Since the director was inexperienced 
in his new office, he certainly ought to 
have mobilized all the power of the city 
government behind him in a -long-range 
plan. Nothing should have been abrupt 
or hurried, nothing left to surprise.

The police should have been especially 
trained in racial relations. Though the 
Schermer report commended the police 
force, it also stated that many Negroes be- 
lieve that “police enforce the law in favor 
of white people.”

Any effort to end segregation in recrea- 
tion should have been incorporated into a 
larger program for creating more adequate 
recreational facilities for the whole com- 
munity. The majority should be given a 
Stake in the needs of the minority.

Segregated. schools, of 
course, teach prejudice—if only by exam- 
ple. 


Segregation at Its W orst 


Housing in St. Louis is almost entirely 
segregated, though not by lew. Three 
times as many families per block are 
crowded into the Negro areas as into the 
white. The city, and certainly its Council 
on Human Relations, will need to muster 
every possible influence to reduce housing 
restrictions and their depressing effect on 
land values as well as on people. 


Employment opportunities for Negroes 
improved during the war, then declined 
somewhat. In the garment and other in- 
dustries, some firms have an organized 
procedure for introducing Negroes into 
their shops. Several CIO unions also have 
provided good leadership in employment. 
The record elsewhere, however, indicates 
that a fair employment practices agency is 
the best guarantee of jobs for minorities. 


So far, FEPC legislation has got no- 
where in St. Louis or in the Missouri Leg- 
islature. The advancement of such meas- 
ures will be the best test for the Council 
on Human Relations and the city govern- 
ment. 

The problem for St. Louis is to make 
sure that the stagnation does not per- 
sist. Proper preparation, proper manage- 
ment—there is the heart of it. It is fun- 
damentally a question of leadership.

In addition, this quixotic woman 
was a rabid Abolitionist, and almost went 
to jail for defending John Brown. Mary, 
the middle sister, attractive and intelli- 
gent, was the wife of Horace Mann and 
gave most of her time and efforts to fur- 
thering his ideas for a public school sys- 
tem.

“It,” in the present instance, 
is basketball. . Even the 
state legislature is hearkening 
to the admonitions of the press 
and magazines to the end that 
State Senator Paul A. Fine will 
introduce a bill in the Albany 
Legislature imposing penalties 
up to 10 years in prison and 
$20,000 in fines for anyone con- 
spiring to fix the outcome of a 
sporting event. 

Milton Gross, in the current 
issue of Look Magazine, writes 
that the amount of money bet 
on this sport (basketball) aver- 
ages between eight and 15 mil- 
lion dollars on any big day 
during the season. . .. The 
magazine quotes Coach Nat 
Holman of the City College of 
New . York as commenting: 
“Widespread betting on games 
is such a menace that some- 
thing is certainly going to hap- | 
pen.” 

In several instances a blowoff 
already has happened. ... The 
proposed drastically punitive 
bill of Senator Fine, if it be- 
comes a law, will be a deter- 
rent. ... But it is hardly likely 
to keep the gambling ghouls 
from digging up new dirt. 

Something more than legal 
action might prove far more 
beneficial. . .. The cure of the 
situation seems to lie right in 
the laps of the college facul- 
ties. . . . If they'll confine 
games to the college field house 
or campus, half the battle may 
be won right there. 

All the feverish excitement 
and the unpleasant notoriety 
concerning basketball gambling 
seems to have originated in 
New York.

sored by the American Society of 
Mechanical Engineers and the 


Society for the Advancement of 
Management. 
Maintenance Bill in 1948. 

The nation’s bill for mainte- 
nance and repairs in 1948 was 
more than $8,500,000,000. James 
E. Sutherland, vice president of 
MacDonald Brothers of Detroit, 
told the conference, and costs 
still continue to climb. 

This is painful today when costs 
cut ever deeper into profits while 
mounting competition whittles at 
prices. As industry moves con- 
stantly closer to becoming a 
push-button operation, mainten- 
ance tends to become a greater 
part of factory costs, proportion- 
ately. In some factories it already 
runs as high as 25 cents on the 
sales dollar. 

But maintenance is one of a 
handful of costs left for manage- 
ment to cut. Others, like taxes, 
rents, raw materials, labor and 
construction, stay high, almost to 
the point of becoming fixed. 

How do maintenance men pro- 
pose to cut housekeeping costs? 
Well, one way seems to be a little 
hair of the dog that bit them— 
machines. Special tools for doing 
the factory housekeeping and re- 
pair jobs more quickly and 
cheaply are being designed.

Cabbage and Celery Are 
Buys of Week—New Turnips 
From Texas.

Since we began last week’s 
eolumn with forebodings of high- 
er prices, let’s get off to a more 
cheerful start this time with some 
good news—the low poultry prices 
will apparently hold for another 
week. These buys in fryers are 
real values we don’t want you to 


miss. Time was when fried chick- 
en was a Sunday treet, available 
only at certain times of the year. 
Now it can be had year-round, 
and at the current prices it is 
certainly an everyday item. 
Also give some thought to froz- 


en fish fillets as the main course 
of your meal. Frozen at the 
coast, with the freshness frozen 
right in, they make a fine eco- 
nomical dinner, quickly and eas- 
ily prepared. What is more, you 
can serve them often without 
fear of monotony if you experi- 
ment with some of the many won- 
derful sauces which will turn 
them into a real gourmet’s de- 
light. For a quickie, brown some 
slivered blanched almonds in 
melted butter and pour over the 
fillets. 

Here is a way you can be sure 
of having a meat dish on hand at 
all times for emergencies. Three 
new pantry items are making 
their appearances in local retail 
stores, and should find a hearty 
welcome awaiting them. The first 
one is hamburger patties in nat- 
ural gravy. The patties are her- 
metically sealed in a can and— 
believe it or not—actually come 
out without breaking in the proc- 
ess. The second item is skin- 
less pork sausage links (perfect 
with scrambled eggs if you are 
given to urging the whole party 
to “come on over for scrambled 
eggs” in the early morning hours, 
with more hospitality than fore- 
sight); and the third is chopped 
ham with a good old smoked 


flavor.

Somehow rad- 
ishes always seem to hold a 
promise that spring is not far 
away. 


E saw some horseradish in 
Whe market the other day, 

and while we realize this is 
not an item which vitally con- 
cerns many of you, we wondered 
if you know that there was a 
time when markets used to have 
stands which ground fresh horse- 
radish for you while you waited. 
You could also have fresh coco- 
nut shredded, so we are told. 
There is a glamor item for you 
—coconut. It is amazing how it 
dresses up the most simple des- 
sert, and is wonderful on curried 
chicken. 

Large size oranges are plenti- 
ful and represent a real buy for 
this time of the year. We can’t 
imagine a nicer treat than a 
freshly baked orange meringue 
pie. Incidentally, you might top 
the meringue with fluffy shreds 
of that coconut. On second 


thought, maybe we can imagine 
one treat which would be at least 
equally good—fresh rhubard pie, 
from the Michigan rhubard which 
is arriving in increasing supply. 

Tangerines are an excellent buy 
—very reasonably priced and 
fine for tucking into the young- 
sters’ lunch boxes. They are so 
easily peeled that even the young- 
er children can manage them 
nicely. 

You may have noticed that 
lemons are not too plentiful and 
that prices are higher than usual. 
Checking into the situation, we 
are glad to report that more lib- 
eral supplies are expected from 
now on. It is to be hoped that 
prices will be back to normal 
this coming weekend. The reason 
for the limited supplies and high- 
er prices, it seems, was simply 
a reflection of the effect of last 
year’s freeze.

Dried Apple Dumplings. 

Two cups unsweetened cooked 
dried apples. 

One-half cup granulated sugar. 

One tablespoon flour. 

One-half teaspoon cinnamon. 

Few grains salt. 

Pastry dough (basis two cups 
flour). 

Lemon sauce or cream. 

Mix apples with sugar, flour, 
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cinnamon and salt. Roll - pastry 
thin, and cut into 6 54-inch 
squares. Place each square in a 
custard cup. Divide apple mix- 
ture among pastry-lined cups. 
Moisten edges of pastry, bring 
four corners together and pinch 
to seal. Bake in hot oven (400 
degrees F.) 25 to 35 minutes 
until pastry is brown, Serve 
warm with lemon sauce or 
cream. Serves 6.

Flavor of Chops Improved 
by Braising — Frying 
Toughens Meat. 


By FRANCES DAWSON 


Pork, once practically out of 
sight and sky high in price, is cur- 
rently the best meat buy. Every 
pork cut, even the much-prized 
cured hams, are once more within 
the budgeteers range. 

Pork chops have always been 
prime favorites. The meat is tasty 
and flavorous and easy to pre- 
pare. But there are so many good 
ways of preparing chops besides 
frying them: Pork requires 
thorough cooking to bring out its 
full flavor, and when chops .are 
fried or broiled, the meat is apt 
to be dry and tough by the time 
it has cooked to the center. Brais- 
ing, slow cooking in «a covered 
pan, brings out the best in pork 
chops and makes them moist, ten- 
der, and rich in flavor. 

So that the finished chops will 
be an attractive golden. brown, 
give them an initial browning on 
both sides before the long slow 
cooking begins. Use a little hot 
lard or if the chops have a good 
covering of fat, place them in the 
skillet fat edge down, long enough 


to cook out enough fat to grease | garin 
the frying pan. The chops may be 


floured before browning, if de- 
sired. A floured chop browns 
more easily. After browning the 
chops well on both sides, season 
with salt and pepper, and cover 
with a tight fitting lid so that the 
steam created is held in to soften 
the connective tissue and make 
the meat tender. If the skillet is 
a heavy one, it is unnecessary to 
add even a small amount of 
liquid. But water, milk, or tomato 
juice may be added, if desired.

Stuff chops with 
dressing, fasten opening with 
toothpicks. Flour chops, brown in 
hot lard, and season with salt 
and pepper. Add a few table- 
spoons water, cover skillet, and 
cook at simmering temperature 
for 35 to 40 minutes or until 
tender. Or bake at 350 degrees 
Fahrenheit for 40 minutes. Re- 


move toothpicks before serving.

Pork Tenderloin Specialty. 

One pound pork tenderloin 
patties. 

One cup thin cream. 

Two tablespoons lemon juice.

Three From One Meals. 

Three fresh-cooked meat meals 
may all be prepared from one 


pork loin roast. They're barbe- 


ctied backbones, baked pork chops 
and. perk roast. To get three dif- 


ferent-dishes from one pork loin 


roast, purchase a large enough 
cut. (probably half of a whole 
pork*loin) and proceed as fol- 
lows: .Ask your meatman to saw 
off the backbones, leaving an 
inch layer of meat on them and 
ask him te chop these into serv- 
ing-size pieces (‘as illustrated). To 
prepare the backbones, brown 


them in hot fat, cover. with bar 
becue sauce and cook slowly, cov- 
ered, one and one-half to twe 
hours. For another good rb 
meal, cut off four or five chops 
and braise or bake them with 
apples and raisins. The remaining 
piece makes a chunky one-mea! 
pork loin roast. Roast this at 325 
degrees, 40 minutes to the pound, 
approximately two to two and 
one-half hours. (A meat thermom- 
eter will register 185 degrees 
Fahrenheit internal temperature.) 


Raisin Cranberry Pie. 

A raisin and cranberry pie with 
its contrasting sweet and tart fla- 
vors is a very timely dessert. Use 
equal parts of both fruits. Cook 
them with sugar, water and corn- 
starch a few minutes before pour- 
ing into a pastry-Hined pie pan. 
Cover with top pastry and bake 
in a very hot oven.

“I might say that I never tried a case in my life where a greater 
effort, more work, more investigation had been done, combing 
almost with a fine-tooth comb to gather evidence, as was done 
in this case. e 


“But, as was said a long time ago, you can’t make brick without 
straw, and you can’t make a case without facts.” 


So, here was a case in which the anti-trust lawyers made seriously damaging 
charges against A&P in which the Judge decided that there were no facts to sup: 
port those charges. 


That is why we say the anti-trust lawyers can be wrong and have 
been wrong.

OCALA, FLA. 


ORMALLY the drive eastward from Pensa- 
cola is a beautiful one, for the highway 
follows along the white sand dunes of the 
Gulf of Mexico. However, we left Pensacola 
— _ early in the morn-

many miles through 
alternating showers 
and a heavy mist 
which obscured 
everything except 
the white line in 
the middle of the 
road. East of Tal- 
lahassee we picked

trees line the streets of the towns in this section 
and from their spreading branches hangs the 
gray Spanish moss. Much of the cleared land 
is covered with scrubby, low-growing palmettos 
which must be a constant menace to the farmer 


unless he can control them with 2-45T or some 


other brush killer. The forest alternates between 
pine, which is often tapped for turpentine, and 
the gray cypress trees of the swamps. These 
latter, festooned with the Spanish moss, give the

and.

THE CITY OF OCALA is located in the center 
of the state, far from ocean or gulf. Yet it is 
here that you get the feeling of being far south. 
The streets are lined with great, moss-draped 
live oaks and the white houses surrounded by 
blooming shrubs and flowers have the “+ of 
being in a vacation-land, as indeed it is. Mere 
you see the first signs of the citrus industry and 
the trees are often used as decorative plantings. 
Great poinsettias bloom everywhere, as do 
camelias and azaleas, giant hibiscus and a dozen 
other varieties which we didn’t have time to 
identify. We got the strong impression that life 
in Ocala moves at a pleasanter and more delib- 
erate pace than we know in the Middle West. A 
fine place, we thought. for anyone who would 
like to retire and take things easy. Altogether, 
it was one of the pleasantest towns we've visited 
since leaving Missouri. 


Located nearby is the giant Silver Springs 
which, if we count its many outlets, is even 
larger than our Big Spring on Current River. 
Here you may cruise in under-water boats, and 
through the portholes see a magnificent spec- 
tacle of fresh-water marine life. The sun pen- 
etrates deeply into the clear water, so that 
movies may be taken by merely holding the 
camera against the glass and setting it to 
running.

ALTHOUGH WE DON’T have much time to 
think about it, no small part of the pleasure of 
such a trip as this lies in tie people we meet. 
The contact must perforce be short, yet often 
we feel that we have made real friends. Away 
back in Louisville we met Burt Monroe, who 
writes.a newspaper column and is, in addition, 
official ornithologist for the State of Kentucky. 
At Chattanooga were the Rev. James Sprunt, 
brother to the naturalist Alexander Sprunt of 
Charleston, S. C., and Lou Williams, who writes 
an outdoor column for the paper there. Lou is 
an active member of the Outdoor Writers Asso- 
ciation, so we had met him once before.

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WE HAD A FEW EXTRA moments as we left 
Atlanta, so we called Channing Cope’s “Yellow 
River Farm” to find if he was home. Channing 
long has written a farm column for the Atlanta 
Constitution and runs an early morning radio 
program over its radio station which he broad- 
casts from his home some 40 miles from the 
city. This happened to be his day in town, so we 
visited with him for a half-hour at the Constitu- 
tion office and wangled from him a copy of his 
recent book, “Front Porch Farmer.” Even though 
we didn't get to see his farm, we felt that we 
had made another acquaintance whom we will 
hereafter contact through Friends of the Land.

An active and practicing 
naturalist, she had lately retired from school 
teaching, and with a sense of humor which was 
entirely intact.

Kansas City Union Station Massacre 


How Machine-Gun Fire Cut Down 4 Officers and Outlaw Frank Nash as Gang Sought to Free Him

KANSAS CITY, Jan. 19. 
RAVELERS hurried in and 
T out of the bustling, handsome 
Union Station in Kansas City. 
It was a Saturday in 
June 1933, a little before 7:30 
o'clock. 

Mrs. S.ottie West, a case worker 
for the Travelers’ Aid Society, 
noticed a group of police officers 
walking rapidly out of the station 
with a prisoner, who was wearing 
handcuffs. She watched through 
a window as they started toward 
a parked automobile. 


“Two officers were 
sawed-off shotguns,” she related. 
“Another kept his hand at his hip 
as if to draw a revolver. Then 
the two carrying the shotguns 
leaned them against the rear fen- 
der of their car. 

“Suddenly, a large man weigh- 
ing about 200 pounds stepped out 
from behind the lamp posts car- 
rying a machine gun. He started 
shooting at the officers. Then two 
men stepped from behind a 
parked car. They were small men. 
One had a shotgun and the other 
a machine gun. They started 
shooting at the officers, too. 


There were six Catholic nuns on . 


the platform at the time. Four of 
them ran but two of them stood 
still during the shooting.” 

Four of the seven officers and 
their prisoner, Frank Nash, es- 
caped convict and member of a 
gang of train robbers, were killed 
by the deadly machine gun fire. 
The killers escaped. 

The slaughter of the police of- 
ficers and their: prisoner became 
known as the Union Station mas- 
Sacre, a high-point in Kansas 
City’s long history of crime, cor- 
ruption and.sudden death. Later, 
J. Edgar Hoover, director of the 
FBI, said the massacre was a 
“turning point in the nation’s 
war on crime.” 


Nash had been a member of a 
gang that included George (Ma- 
chine Gun) Kelly, Alvin (Old 
Creepy) Karpis, “Shotgun 
George” Ziegler, the Barker 
brothers, Freddy and Doc, their 
mother, Ma Barker, and Harvey 
Bailey. All these notorious hood- 
lums and public enemies had 
favorite hideouts in Kansas City, 
St. Paul, Minn, and Hot Springs, 
Ark.

ASH, who had escaped from 
Leavenworth penitentiary, was 
captured by FBI agents in Hot 
Springs, Ark., the day before his 
murder. Government agents had 
been seeking him for three years. 

As soon as Nash was captured, 
telephone lines between Hot 
Springs, Kansas City, Chicago and 
Joplin, Mo., hummed with news 
of his arrest. That night a plot to 
free him was hatched in Kansas 
City. 

Reed E. Vetterli, then chief of 
the FBI here, took up the story. 

“Raymond J. Caffrey, another 
FBI agent, and I drove to the sta- 
tion in his car to meet the of- 
ficers who were bringing Nash by 
train from Hot Springs,” Vetterli 
related. 

“Two Kansas City detectives, 
Frank Hermanson and William J. 
Grooms, drove in their car. We 
met the Missouri Pacific train and 
started over to Caffrey’s car. 
There were eight of us, including 
Nash. We were to drive in the two 
cars to Leavenworth. 


“I was standing at the rear of 
Caffrey’s car. In the back seat 
were F. J. Lackey, from the Okla- 
homa City bureau of the FBI; 
Frank Smith, another agent from 
Oklahoma, and Otto Reed, chief 
of police of McAlester, Okla., who 
came up with the prisoner. 

“Nash had sat in the driver's 
seat temporarily until the car was 
loaded. Caffrey stood on the pave- 
ment on the side of the car wait- 
ing for Nash to slide over in the 
front seat. Hermanson and 
Grooms were standing on the 
side of the car, toward the front. 

“Suddenly I heard a man say, 
‘Put ’em up, up, up!” 

“IT looked and saw a man blaz- 
ing away with a machine gun 
from near the corner of the car. 
He seemed to be standing on 
something—perhaps the running 
board of a car. I don’t know 
exactly, but he was very close to 
us. 

“TI crouched under the murder- 
ous fire. I believe there were 
other machine guns working, too. 
Hermanson and Grooms fell to 
the pavement in front of me, 
their bodies riddled. The wind- 
shield of Caffrey’s car was 
splintering. The men inside of it 


were powerless before the red fire 
from the rattling guns. 

“T fell to the pavement. I felt 
a stinging pain in my left arm. 
When the firing ceased—and it 
was all over in a flash—I leveled 
a pump gun at the escaping car, 
which went west out of the sta- 
tion parking lot. 

“I don’t believe they intended 
to kill Nash.” 

Smith, FBI agent, related he 
was in the rear seat of the auto- 
mobile when’ he also “heard a 
man shouting, ‘Up, up!’ The words 
came fast. I reached for my six- 
shooter, drew it and then looked 
up in time to see a man aiming a 
—" gun. It was shooting red 

ame. 


“I don’t know what all hap- 
pened. I ducked as bullets splin- 
tered our car. I crouched down 
and ‘played dead.’ It was the only 
thing that could be done. 

“If the fellow had a six-shooter 
I could match him, but not a ma- 
chine gun. 

“I felt my friend Reed sag down 
upon me. I looked up and saw 
Nash had been hit. His toupee had 
fallen down into the car. 


“Lackey began to groan. It was 
over quicker than you could im- 
agine. I put my arm under Reed’s 
head and tried to comfort Lackey. 

“IT noticed Lackey’s revolver 
handle had been splintered. May- 
be that was why he wasn’t killed 
outright, like the others. Maybe 
the bullet ricocheted. 

“I don’t know where the ma- 
chine guns were stationed—ex- 
cept the one I saw aimed at the 
car. It seemed to be in the hands 
of the man who had shouted ‘up, 
up.’ He was standing up high, 
maybe on the running board of 
one of the cars parked in the 
parking lot.” 

A young motorcycle patrolman, 
Mike Fanning, dashed from the 
station when he heard the firing. 

“There he is, Mike, get him!” 
Mrs. West of the Travelers’ Aid 
shouted, pointing to the heavier 
man with the machine gun. 

Fanning related: “I took de- 
liberate aim and cracked down on 
them before they were out of 
range.” He did not know whether 
he hit any of the fleeing men, 
however. He was certain four men 
rode in the black sedan. They 
continued to return his fire from 
the running board of their car as 
they sped away. 

Besides Nash, the dead were 
Caffrey, the FBI man; Police Chief 
Reed of McAlester and Herman- 
son and Grooms, the Kansas City 
detectives. All were shot in the 
head. Lackey suffered three 
wounds in the back but recovered. 
Vetterli suffered a minor wound. 

The killers immediately be- 
came the object of one of the 
most intensive manhunts ever 
conducted in the Middle West. 
Investigation led FBI agents to 
believe the machine-gunners were 
Charles (Pretty Boy) Floyd, Adam 
Richetti and Verne C. Miller. 

Miller was murdered, appar- 
ently by other gangsters, near 
Detroit in December 1933. His 
nude body was found in a ditch. 
He had been killed by heavy 
blows on the head, wrapped in a 
blanket and then taken by auto- 


*mobile to the city’s outskirts, 


where the body was dumped. A 
month before his murder, Miller 
shot his way out of an elaborate 
trap in Chicago. He was wanted 
there for the killing of a police- 
man. 

Floyd was killed by FBI agents 
on a farm near Wellsville, O., in

Richetti, arrested when Floyd 
was killed, was convicted of mur- 
der for his part in the Union Sta- 
tion killings and was executed in 
the gas chamber at the state pen- 
itentiary in October 1938. Three 
witnesses identified Richetti as 
one of the killers. 

James LaCapra, minor gang 
figure in Kansas City, told the 
FBI Floyd and Richetti were 


hired to aid Miller in the attempt |: 


to free Nash by Johnny Lazia, 
boss of the Kansas City under- 
world, “unofficial chief of police” 
and political right-arm of Boss 
Tom Pendergast. Subsequently, 
Lazia was murdered himself and 
it was found that one of the ma- 
chine guns used in the Union 


Station killings also was used to 


kill him.
